ORE BOLE MODIFICATIONS smong several rule changes recently acted upon by the FCC the one aff- 
ecting most amateurs is the matter of station identification, Docket 80-136. Amateurs hereafter 
only will be required to identify every 10 minutes during and at the end of the QSO, This does 
not mean there cannot be more identification if desired, but this is all that is required, It i: 
no longer required to identify the station to which you are talking. However this is just Clar- 
‘iftication as you read the old reles several times and never find the exact words that say you 
have to do this.. This does not apply to international thisd party traffic, then the other sta- 
tion must be identified so the monitors can determine if you are operatiig to a country with 
which the USA has a third party agreement, This is a good admentment and make a lot of 2 meter 
QSOs legal. It is difficult for mobile operation to identify all the parties in the QS0 so the 
ugual salutation "and the group* is now legal. Just be sure you identify every 10 minutes and 
don't worry about the other stations.
